one Ja-ga, a Wizard, and the chictelt in 
three or four Kingdoms there-abonts ; 
they are perſons that the Natives give 
very much credit to, and on any difficult 
occaſion, run to them for ſatisfation, 
The famous Delpheaa Oracle was-gcver 
had in greater, adoration, than the pro4 
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phetical Speeches of theſe Moriſh Wi- 
zards, Though they have infinite num- 
bers of them in every place, yet this 
Ja-ga had the moſt renown amongſt 
them 3 and one day he comes to him, and. 
very kindly ask'd him, Why he ſo very of- 
ten frequented that place ? he told him, 
To ſee if he could diſcover any Enpliſh - 
Veſſel to come in there : but he being not 
acquainted with his Great fame, Askt lint 
When he did believe there would one 
come in ? not that he was willing to give 
credit to any of their Divinations, but {up 
poſing*that he thereby ſhould pleaſe hum 
and anſwer his expcctation. Fa+-g4 1nmes - 
diately told him, That the Fifteenth day - 
after an Engliſh $i fould come 1nto:the / 
Road. Then he askt him, \Vhether that 
Ship ſhould carry hin away, To this he 
anſfwer'd doubtfullv, but toid num That he 
ſhould be offer'd to theliatrer of the ithip, 
and if they covid not agree, but that:
